Beginning about noon on Wednes­ 
day. and continuing for the balance 
of the week through Saturday, water 
pressures in Gettysburg will be re­ 
duced. particularly in the higher 
points of the borough, while the 
standpipe is cleaned, repaired and 
repainted. John H, Long, manager 
of the Gettysburg Municipal Au- 
thority, which operates the water 
system, announced today, 
In notifying, through The Gettys­ 
burg Times, the user., of water of the 
reduced pressures during this period. 
Mr, Long appealed for cooperation 
and said: "We will make every ef­ 
fort to restore normal water supply 
ax soon as possible,** 
The standpipe, last painted in 
1937. will be emptied of water, rust 
removed, welding of rivets and other 
parts done where necessary, and 
two coats of non-poisonous, odor­ 
less sud tasteless paint applied on 
the interior, by hand 
Holds MMI OOO Gallons 
The outside will be scaled, and one 
coat of rust-proof primer paint ap­ 
plied, and at least one coat of 
aluminum over it The work will be 
done by tile R 
W. Shull Co. of 
Gloucester, N. J. 
The standpipe measures 30 feet 
in height with a 60-foot diameter, 
and holds 500.000 gallons of water. 
While it is being painted the rea- 
revoir on Cemetery Hill will be used 
It holds 1.000.000 gallons, but is lower 
than the standpipe, thus causing a 
reduction in pressure. 
The standpipe Job is the final 
part of the improvement program 
set up by the Authority when it pur­ 
chased the water company in 1949.

ON BUYING NEW 
HOMES RELAXED 


WASHINGTON UP—Starting now 
you are free tobuy a new house 
on whatever term s you can a r­ 
range. without any governm ent su­ 
pervision or regulation. 
The Federal Reserve Board cut 
home buyers and purchasers of 
com m ercisl property loose y ester­ 
day when it suspended Regulation 
X. That is the governm ent order 
that since October. 1860, had aet 
official lim its on the am ount of 
credit lender* could give in home 
and com m ercial property sales. 
Regulation X applied only to new 
buildings. 
HHT A Relaxes 
Simultaneously the Housing and 
Horn* Finance Agency <HHFA) an­ 
nounced It was loosening Its regu­ 
lations governing credit In home 
sales where governm ent loans or 
g u aran ty * are a part of the tra n s­ 
action. 
These moves followed notice by 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics to 
the Federal R eserve Board and 
th* HHFA yesterday that housing 
construction during June. July and 
August indicated that not m ore 
than 1.200.000 units would be sta rt­ 
ed during the year. 
Regulation X, which went out 
last midnight, required a down pay­

Similarly, Lewis said, "no con­ 
clusions" have been reached in 
frequent talks with Southern soft 
coal producers, whose contract ex­ 
pires Sept. 30. 
Lewis plainly implied both groups 
of mines would be shut down as 
their contracts run out. Tradition­ 
ally, the m iners don't work without 
a contract.
